ATTORNEY HUME CONTINUES 


HISTORY AGAINST 


JUDGE NOYES. i 


TESTIMONY IN THE 


CIRCUIT COURT, 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, Oct. IS.—When 


the Nome corutempt cases were called 
today, Attorney W. T. Hume, who gave 
such 
startling testimony 
yesterday, 


was recalled. He was cross-examined 
by the attorney for Judge Noyes in an 
effort to break down the accusation of 
corruption and shameful abuse of the 
court process which produced such a 
great sensation at the time his testi- 
mony was delivered. The impeachment 
took tlhe' form of comparison between 
the affidavits executed by Mr. Hume 
in Nome two yearn ago, and the writ- 
ten transcript oif Ms testimony. Sev- 
eral minor differences existed, but Mr. 
Hume said, in the main, the story as 
told on the stand was correct. 


Three 
affidavits were produced by 


the attorneys iwho aro "defendirtg the 
conduct of Judge Noyes. The fir.-rt of 
these was made in June of last year, 
while 
Mr. Hume was in N'ome, and 


was sent to Attorney Pillsbury in this 
city, lit related the entire story of the 
corruption of the Federal Court by Mc- 
Konr.ie 
arad -his fioMowers, and 
the 


statements therein- contained are sub- 
stantially the same as given by Mr. 
Hume in his testimony. The seco-nd 
affidavit. 
purporting 
to have been 


signed by Mr. Hume, was 'a statement 
of the icirc'.umsiancus attending: the ap- 
pointment toy Ju..lg-e Noyes ot a receiv- 
er 'at Mr. Hume's request. It recount- 
ed in a mild manner how Judge Noyes 
had been very loblig'in'gr and it 'was of- 
fered for the purpose o-f disputing' the 
statement 
that McKenzie had to bo 


called in as la go-between in order to 
secure the favor of the -Count. 


The production of this uffidavilt, how- 


ever, had somewhat of a boomerang c.L'- 
fect upon /the representatives of Judge 
Noyes, (or Mr. Hume .instantly repudiat- 
ed 'it and swore that 'his name had been 
obtained to it iby fraud and forgery. 


The 'thirci afflda'vjt WHS a disciuimcr by 


Mr. Hume ffiat he over accused Jtulg-e 
Noyes at demanding -or receiving money 
for his decisions. It is generally under- 
stood that the reason which prompted 
Mr. Hume to execute this affidavit was 
the threat that he would be disbarred 
from practice if he d-id not make it. It 
was executed in Nome in July of the pres- 
ent year, after the general story of cor- 
ruption had 'been told in the previous af- 
fidavit.

She dismissed a 


reporter with the remark that the pub- 
lic could think what it wanted to, as 
she didn't care. 


Mrs. Van Wye paid her husband a 


visit this morning in the City Prison. 


She also visited Scollard at the Fab- 


iola Hospital. He is resting easily, but 
the physicians say it Is too early to say 
whether he will recover or not. 


The husband, when seen in his cell, 


referred everyone to his attorney.
